Scores Jump from Blazing Houses and 
Many Are Wounded. 
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SAD SCENES 


AMONG SUFFERERS,’'} 


Boston, Mass,, May 15.—[Special. ]—Shrill 
eries of ‘‘ Fire!’ startled the spectators at the 
league baseball | park this afternoon, and in a 
few minutes the ‘** bieachers’’ were a mass of 
crackling flames. 

The fire thus started spread speedily east 

and west and before it had been gotten un- 
der control tén acres of territory had been 

burned over: and 600 families, comprising 
4,000 persons, had been rendered homeless. 

A peculiar odor pervades the burned dis- 
trict tonight, and it is feared there has been 
loss of life, but up to midnight no bodies have 
been recovered, . 

The third inning of the game had been half 
finished, and Baltimore was just going to the 
bat, when the fire was discovered. Imme- 
diately there was a scattering of the 3,500 
spectators, and while.a fewmen ripped up 
seats and tried| to stamp out the flames, the 
rest made a rush for. the gates. A few buck. 
ets of water would at this stage have quenched 
the fire and prevented the disaster which 
followed, but there was no water within reach, 
The flames leaped fiercely up the scantlings 
and through the rows of seats, which were 
dry as tinder, owing to the absence of rain for 
a couple - of| weeks, and fanned by a 
strong southeast wind, they consumed fence 
and bieachers and presently the grand stand 
was fired andjburned in a furious mauner, 
Almost adjoining the baseball grounds was a 
populous section devoted to tenements and 
homes of the poorer class and many small 
stores of similar character. 

: Berlin Street Ravaged. 

One of the street# adjoining the grounds is 
Berlin street.) and this fell first victim to 

_ the conflagration. All the: city’s fire ap- 
paratus’ was hurried te’ the _ scene,’. 
but the flames/continued their onward march, 
and building after building was consumed. 
On Berlin street about thirty buildings, chief- 
ly small stru¢tures, were .e€estroyed, and the 
fire speedily spread to Tremont street, east 
and west, eating up many more substantial 
structures. 4 

Walpole street, which was used as an en- 
trance to the) ball grounds, shared the same 
fate. Calls for assistance were sent to neigh- 
bering cities, and fire engines and men were 
hurried in as quickly as possible. 

_ Fully 200 tt the homeless are camped out 

on Hammond Park, guarding such property 
as they had saved, while others are scattered 
in various directions, many of them having 
saved nothing but what they could carry in 
their arms, 

Many accidents occurred to firemen and in- 
cautious persons who ventured too near the 
tottering buildings, and the ambulances were 
kept busy carrying the victims to the hospi- 
tals. Three fire engines were destroyed by 
falling walls and collisions. 


| Sorrowful Scenes. 


The scene in and around the burning dis- 
trict was a heartrending one. Men, women, 
and children were rushing in all directions, 
earrying bundles of clothing, bedding, and 
other household goods. The women, as they 

‘beheld their!property reduced to ashies, broke 
into piteous cries, and on every corner could be 
seen groups of homeless families standing 
over their remaining goods. It was pathetic 
to see one old man bending beneath -the bur- 
den of an old+fashioned bureau, while his wife 
carried a clock in her arms, and two little 
boys clung to her gown. 

The streets were blocked with peovle at the 
entrance to the ball grounds, and this fact 
hindered somewhat the progregs of the crowds 
in making their escape. Many were knocked 
down in the scramble. 

Nearly every family living within a radius 
of four blocks of the fire gathered their be- 
longings ready forremoval, and large truck 
wagons and furniture vans backed up to 
many of the houses and quickly loaded and 
carried the goods away. 

Tremont street for eight or ten’blocks was 
completely blocked with electric cars, fire en- 
gines, ana wagons of ali kinds, and it was im- 
possible to move either way. Groans and 
cries were heard above the din of the whistles 
and the ringing of bells. 

| Jamp for Their Lives. 


It wasa nerve-shaking sight to see aged 
men and women jumping from the windows. 
One little baby was thrown to the street by 
its frantic mother, but happily was caught by 
a bystander. 

Michael Walsh, in endea®oring to escape 
from his home in the fire invaded district, 
was compelled to jump from the~ roof 
of the structure. The distance to the ground 
was about thirty feet. He landed on his feet, 
but the force of the fall severely injured him 
internally, and he was picked up in a semi- 
Conscious condition and taken to the City 


. 


Among the other incidents of the fire was 
the giving birth to children by two women 


The women of the Ruggles Street Baptist 
Church early in the evening organized a re- 


trict for unfortunates, throwimg open the 
Spacious churen edifice to the homeless. Une 
result of their work was the gathering in of 
fifty to seventy-five babies left exposed to the 
biting night air.

Ata special meeting of the Aldermen to- 
night it was voted.to request the trustees of

| Parents Separated from Children. 
After 6 o'clock, the time for the workshops 
| and business places to close, many pathetic 

Beenes were witnessed, fathers returning to 
find their homes burned to the gruund and no 
trace of their wives and little ones. Children 
_ Who had been at work as cash boys and girls 

in the big dry goods and other stores, were 

barred out from the streets where they  re- 
» and could find no traces of their parents. 

After the fire had got hold in the ball park 

“he houses in Berlin street were first attacked 
@nd the flames surged on towards Tremont 
treet, reaching out'to the right and left until 
entire square between the ball grounds 
Tremont street and exter.ding north from 
pole street to Burke street was'a mass of 
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The buildings on the south side of Walpole 
Street were soon burned. The flames shot 
down towards Coventry street, on that gide 
of Tremont nearest the ball grounds; thay 
swept on in that direction for three squares, 
as far as Burke street, devouring: the homes, 
and while women were working with frantic 
energy to get out their household goods the 
walls burned and crumbied down. 
Entire Block in Flames. 


At 5 o’clock the entire block along the west 
side of Tremont street, from Walpole to 
Burke, was.a mass of flames, which swept 
across to the opposite side, and soon engulfed 
the building for four blocks; and by 6 o'clock 
the conflagration had crossed Tremont to 
Cabot street and burned Cabot street half 
way through to Werwick street, and thence 
north to Burke street, which was the limit of 
the burned district on the southeast side of the 
ball grounds. 

While the firemen were fighting on this side 
the fire was spreading from Walpole toward 
Milford place on the southwest side of the 
ball grounds, and in half an hour all the 
buildings in this block were in ruins. The 
fire burned on until it reached Ruggles street 
at one point, and consumed the houses on 
both sides of Chapel street and laid low the 
structures on Sudbury street. At Ruggles 
street on the west and Cabot street on the 
southeast the fire was practically stopped an@ 
at 7:30 the fire was under contro! and in no 
danger of spreading farther. 

It is estimated that about 100 buildings 
have been burned. The new house of Ladder 
12 and Hose7, on Tremont’ street, was de- 
stroyed. Ald, Bryant’s residence on Walpole 
street and his store on Tremont street were 
also destroyed, ‘ 

Among the other business places leveled 
were: J. J. McNamara, wines and liquors, 
Cabot street; Daniel Bernhard & Co., liquors. 
Tremont street; Sterling provision store, 
Sterling street; Gray’s photographing estab- 
lishment, Tremont street; Martin Regan, un- 
dertaker, Tremont street; Gilmoro’s block of 
offices, etc., Tremont street; S, C. McEtrick, 
provisions, Tremont -street. Councilman 
Connors lost his house on Tremont stf et 
and many of his effects, 

The total loss is about $1,000,000, with 
$650,000 insurance. The Boston Baseball 
club is the heaviest loser, about $75,000; in- 
sured for $45,000. The City of Boston 
comes next in the loss of a school house, an 
engine house , and fire apparatus.

MAY SHIFT THE DEAL 


BOARD OF TRADE GRAIN SPEOULAT- 
ORS FIGURE ON A OHANGE. 


| 


They May) Take Their Trading Cards and 
Transfer Their Business to the Stock 
Exchange=Proposed Move Is Radical 
and Is Creating No End of Comment= 
Few Details Yet Made PubliceElevator 
Men Will Protect Their Interests if 
Their Houses Are Declared Irregular. 


There isa prospect that grain speculators 
on the Board of Trade may take their trading 
cards and transfer their business to the Stock 
Exchange. The question is up for considera- 
tion by one element which isd interest- 
edin the present controversy ween, the 
public warehousemen and the g receivers 
and shippers. The subject of suth a radical 
inove isso important -and the questions in- 
volved so grave and possibly so complicated 
that the few who know about it are not yet 
ready to disclose details. 

The proprietors and managers of the pub- 
lic grain elevators inthis city represent a total 
capacity of 32,000,000 bushels. They have 
practicall} decided that in case their houses 
are declared “irregular”? by the Board of 
Trade, they must protect their interests re- 
gardless of such action, and are discussing the 
innovation. Perhaps never before has there 
been such feeling between the two great par- 
ties in the grain trade. This is evidenced in 
the monster petition which was presented to 
the directors of the Board of Trade yester- 
day afternoon, signed by 500 members, who 
ask that this organization refuse to recognize 
as available for delivery on speculative 
contracts any warehouse receipts issued 
by elevators under the ban. The 
receivers do not want public warehousemen 
to be atthe same time custodians of and 
dealers in grain, and have taken vigorous 
steps to hoid the elevator people strictly to 
the business of storing grain. The latter, on 
the other hand, claim some of the features 
objected to by the receivers and shippers have 
been foreed upon the elevators, and are not 
inclined to recede from their position. 


Elevator-Men Are Firm. 


The elevator people refuse to refrain from 
buying grain in the country and dealing in it 
as they please, and refuse to abolish the clean- 
ing-hauses connected with their public ware- 
houses. If the radical movement on the part 
of the opposition prevails and the public ele- 
vators be made ‘irregular’? the owners 
of the latter do not propose to with- 
draw from the _ field. They claim 
they can still trade on _ their own 
certificates properly indorsed and bearing the 
stamp of the State Grain Inspection Depart- 
ment; that whether or not a_*°re- 
ceipt for 5,000 bushels or 650,000 
bushels No. 2 spring: wheat be ree- 
ognized on the Board of Tradeas accept- 
able on speculative contracts it is negotiable 
paper at the banks, and therefore beyond the 
power of the directorate to injure or depre- 
ciate in value. With this in view the question 
of listing on the Stock Exchange these securi- 
ties and trading in, them is far from impos- 
sible. The inspection of all grain coming to 
Chicago is directly and solely under the con- 
trol of the State of Illinois. Of course the 
establishment of a grade by the official in- 
spectors is entirely independent of the Board of 
Trade, and the benefits therefrom would be 
available, whether a warehouse receipt repre- 

g so-mruch of the contffet 
negotiated im the big building at the head of 
La Salle street orat the Stock Exchange. 
Board of Trade people as a rule are naturally 
opposed to any such change, and, should tine 
matter shape in that direction, will make a 
strong fight to prevent any such revolution in 
business methods. 

“There are so many things to be said on 
both sides,’’ said Edward L. Brewster, * and 
80 many questions which might be developed 
upon more investigation than I have given it, 
that it is impossibie to say what are its iner- 
its. At the moment I can see no reason why 
it may not be practicable. These warehouse 
receipts for grain, officially stamped, indi- 
cating the kind and grade, certainly represent 
ownership in a recognized commodity of in- 
trinsic value. I have entertained ideas in 
line with this for some time.”’ 


Stoek Exchange Members and the Plan. 


The idea of the addition’ of grain business 
to the trading list at the Stock Exchange is 
received with various opinions by the mem- 
bers. All of them agree that anything which 
would increase the business of the exchange 
is certainly to be welcomed, but it is regarded 
asa rather peculiar innovation. President 
Walker thought the exchange had about 
enough on hand to build upa stock business 
without trying to run a Board of Trade too. 
There is no technical objection, however, to 
trading in warehouse receipts for grain on the 
Stock Exchange. A parallel case is to be 
found on the New York Exchange, where sil- 
ver certificates are listed and widely dealt in. 
These silver certificates are exactly parallel 
to warehouse receipts for grain, They are 
simply the receipts of the safety deposit vaults 
Which hold the silver bullion. 

The directors of the Board of Trade disap- 
proved the proposed amendment in the rule 
directed against the elevators, and instructed 
President Raymond to appoint a committee 
to formulate and publish to the association 
their.reasons for such disapproval: The next 
meeting of the directorate will be held tomor- 
row afternoon, At the regular meeting yes- 
terday President Raymond presented the re- 
sults of his conferences with the elevator pro- 
prietors regarding the questions at issue, 


Synopsis of the Report. 


The report took the form of a communica- 
tion from the elevator interests signed by 
Messrs. Harper, Nelson, and Hannah, repre- 
senting all the public warehouses. This report 
says in part: 

Concerning cleaning houses. this feature of the 
grain trade has, like others, been forced upon 
elevator proprietors in order to meet competitive 
markets; and, if aholished, would force a great 
deal of grain to other markets where cleaning or 
blowing is permitted in the regular elevators. 
We can see nc possible danger to the grain trade 
from this feature of the business.as here con- 
ducted, so long as itis kept under the surveil- 
lance of the Inspection Department: and we in- 
sist it is best that it be situated in Chicago, where 
it can be under the State Inspection Department. 

The cleaning of grain is a legitimate business. 
it can make no possible difference whether the 
grain is cleaned without or within the limits of 
(ook County. The language of Sec. 2 shows 
there are doubts in the minds of the members of 
the committee as to the propriety of the recom- 
mendation which they made (against cleaning 
bouses), if in fact it can be said that any recom- 
mendation is contained in the section. Referring 
to the last clause of Sec. 2 we may be pardoned 
if we suggest that the warehousemen have con- 
tributed as much, if not more, to the continued 
supremacy of the grain trdde at this point as any 
class of men on the Board of Trade. We do not 
know upon what evidence the committee foun 
its declaration of the practice alleged in Seé. 3, 
but as warehousemen we do kriow that such a 
practice does not prevail. There may be a few 
isolated cases in which it has been done, but 
compared with the maghitude of the business 
transacted they are not worthy of notice. We 
agree, however, that if such practice did exist 
it should pot be permitted to continue. 
The complaint named in Sec. 4, ¢o far as it can 
be said to be a legitimate complaint. is the result 
of a desire on the partof the warehousemen to 
accommodate and please the shippers or persons 
taking grain out of elevators, and has not been 
nor is now a source of profit to warehousemen, 
and they are entirely willing to codperate to 
make the suggestion effective. As to Sec. 6 we 
say as we said of Sec. 3, the causes for complaint 
of the character named are comparatively few, 
but we join in the recommendation that the State 
law with reference to “special bius” be strictly

MUST PAY TO CLEAR THEIR TITLES. 


Helen Tregent’s Apparent Cinch on Certain 
Hyde Park Property-Owners, 

Helen Tregent, widow ef Patrick Tregent 
of Liverpool, England, and afterward of De- 
troit, Mich., has served notice on the owners 
of two-thirds of the land between Fifty-fifth 
and Fifty-seventh streets and Lake and Madi- 
son avenues in effect that she did not join in 
certain deeds conveying this property and 
that her husband sold it subject to her 
right of dower./ In the face of threats 
that chancery suits would be begun at once 
to enforce her alleged rights, one-quarter of 
those so notified! have effected settlements, 
paying from $500 to $2,000 each for quit 
claim deeds. The trouble arose through Pat- 
rick Tregent’s execution of a power of attor- 
ney to his brother, Augustus Tregent, in 
1863. for the sale of the iand. At that time 
Patrick lived at Liverpeo! and Augustus in 
Chicago. Augustus died some time ago in 
Germany. The power of attorney is on record 
here, and its genuineness is not in dispute. 
The trouble is it is defective, as Mrs. Tregent 
did not joinin it. Mrs. Tregent is 68 years 
old, and it is said some of the property-own- 
ers hope by invoking the law’s delay the liti- 
gation may outlast her life. On _ the 
other hand, her attorneys say, as she 
leaves a son and heir her death 
would do the defendants no good, 
This defect in the titles in this neighborhood 
was discovered in 1890, when an important 
transfer was contemplated. Recourse was 
had at once to the Tregents, then living in 
Detroit, to correct the oversight, But by that 
time Mr. Tregent’s memory had become so im- 
paired he had forgotten all about the power 
of attorney, and the negotiation failed. 
Among those who have paid for quit claims 
are John J. Ingraham, who gave.up $2,000: 
Joseph Fahndrich, Nos. 5526 and 5528 Lake 
avenue: James H. Mellon, No. 5544 Lake 
avenue: and Martin Bell. Others who have 
béen asked to pay up or stand suit are M. R. 
Doty, Edward. Q. Lambfer, S. E. Sanford, 
Charles L. Norton, and Congressman Aldrich. 
A portion of the estate of John L, Parshall is 
aiso involved, as well as some property owned 
by the Chicago City railway company.

Child Proastrated When the Irving Park 
School Building Is Struck—Houses Set 
on Fire and Roofs Kuined by the Fiuid

Many Instances of Damage Done by the 
Strokes and the Following Fires, 


An unusually heavy rain-storm, accom- 
panied by tremendous flashes of lightning, 
swept over the north and northwest part of 
Chicago yesterday afternoon. The lightning 
struck a number of buildinga, setting some on 
fire. The most serious accident was at Irving 
Park, where a flush struck the schoolhouse, 
shattering the flagpole, stunning one child, 
and almost creating a panic,

field avenue.

All the scholars in the school"®were biinded 
and shocked by the lightning. The bolt that 
struck the flagpole shot off about a foot above 
the roof of the buildmmg and went to the 
ground. Little Cora Marlette, daughter of 
Officer’ Mariette, was in the basement 
standing near a window ‘and seemed to get 
the effects stronger than any one else in the 
building. Her injuries are not serious. Ru- 
dolph Courts was not quite so fortunate. He 
was at work painting a new house. The 
lightning struck the chimney, knocking him 
down. Hedid not get over the shock for 
four hours. No such electrical storm has 
been witnessed in ten years. 

Damage Done at Other Places, 

At the same time lightning struck the 
school a two-story frame building at the cor- 
ner of Cross and Edward streets was set on 
fire by lightning. No one was injured in the 
house, but the building was damaged $200 
before the blaze was extinguished. The con- 
tents were also damaged about $100. John 
Bitcher owned the building and Charles H. 
Ovittz occupied the place as a dwelling. 

The Lincoln Park Sanitarium was also 
visited by the fluid. While the storm was at 
its height lightning struck the flag-staff over 
the front of the building and communicated 
to the roof. The shock splintered the pole 
and scattered pieces of it twenty-five or thirty 
yards away. The most serious damage was 
to the roof in which a great hole wds ripped 
and torn. No one was injured. The light- 
ning played dangerously with the dynamos 
and electrical apparatus in the basement, but 
no injury was done. The total damage will 
not exceed $300. 

The two-story frame dwelling of M. Rass- 
mann, No. 1213 Wolfram street, was struck 
at 2 o’clock and in the fire that resulted the 
roof was demaged to the extent of $300. 
Several members of the family were in the 
house, but no one was injured. 

The grocery and dwelliag of Frank Grieg, 
No. 1024 Beimont avenue, was also struck. 
A small hole was torn 1n ‘the roof, resulting 
in a damage of about $25. No one was in- 
jured, 

The unoccupied building, No. 241 Jackson 
street, was visited by the lightning. The elec- 
tricity was communicated to the motor in the 
basement, but no damage resulted. 

Lightning struck the two-story frame build- 
ing owned and occupied by Dr. Grotfriend at 
No. 1515 Clifton avenue at 12:45. 0’clock in 
the afternoon. No one was injured, but the 
building was damaged about $50. The Fire 
Department was called out, but the place did 
not catch fire.

Fifty chousand people saw 2.100 soldiers 
march by with the same precision that marked 
the dress parades of thirty odd years ago, and 
the demonstration wags pronounced the most 
successful of the kind ever held in the State.

Fifteen minutes before the command to 
move was given Col, Lawler announced the 
formation of the column and took occasion 
to say to his. old comrades: ‘‘The line of 
march 1s a short one; we are not so young as 
we were thirty years ago, but every man able 
to walk should be in the ranks.

The streets were so thick with people 
from the center of the street to the house walls 
that when Columbia Post, eight abreast, 
swung into place it had difficulty in pressing 
through the throng.) Each familiar gid tat- 
tered battle flag was greeted with lad cheers, 
and the big men in the procession Were made

The procession wound around 
sides of Haskell Park, whose terraced sides 
were covered with thousands of white dressed 
children, who arose when'the head of the co!}- 
umn reached them and cheered lustily as they 
waved flags. Then they struck up ** March- 
ing Through Georgia’’ and ‘** Three Cheers 
for the Red, White, and Blue” in grand 
chorus, and the old men in the ranks were 
carried away by the unprecedented sight. 
Some of them let tears trickle down their 
cheeks, while others threw their hats in-the 
air and shouted till they eould shout no more. 
- At this point also Commander-in-Chief. Ad- 
ams and a few other dignitaries drew out of 
the runks and reviewed the parade. The whole 
scene was inspiring, made the more so by the 
fact. that the section of Rockford through 
which the Grand Army was passing is one 
great park. There are no dividing fences be- 
tween the great lawns that surround the 
houses, and these green spots were 
covered, every foot of them, by. 
men, women, and children. The morn- 
ing was consumed in receiving visitors who 
arrived on all regular and some special trains. 
The Rockford Band traversed the streets be- 
tween headquarters and the depots a dozen 
times, each tine leading a fresh delegation to 
the Nelson Hotel. Portly Dr. McAfee was 
inaster of ceretmnonies on all these occasions, 
and though compelled by bountiful nature to 
push a heavy weight in front of him his step 
Was 48 springy as that of any lithe youth of 
20. In squads of from five to fifty the vet- 
erans dropped into town «antil Belvidere post, 
with its own band, came in, 100 strong. 


Chicago Posts Take the Lead, 


These old fellows brought out the first 
strong cheers of the day until the Chicago 
poste formed in line, with Columbia at the 
head. Then Rockford showed what it could 
do in the way of yelling, and the Chi- 
cago men were forced to doff their hats in 
recognition of their warm reception. Right 
up to thetime of the parade, 3 o'clock, the 
oid soldiers continued to come into town, and 
they are still coming, too late to take part in 
the spectacular part of the encampment, but 
anxious to participate in the fight for offices 
by casting votes for their favorites. Long 
before noon the hotels were filled to over- 
flowing, five’ toa room being the rule, and 
then the excellent provisions made by the cit - 
izens became apparent. Whole delegations 
were given cards ata bureau of infortnation 
and escorted to private houses, where they 
found accommodations at reasonable rates, 
money for board and lodging being refused in 
many instances. They were all comfortably 
lodged long before nightfall and left free to 
look over the beautiful little city on the pict- 
uresque banks of the Rock River at theif own 
pleasure, 

One of the eonspicuous figures, both in the 
parade andin the hotel rotunda, was Jack 
Crawford, the poet scout. Simultaneously 
with his appearance books containing his 
poems, sonnets, and stories were offered for 
sale, and he probably, managed to pay ex- 
penses while here. His buckskin coat. which 
he wore on parade,iis along affair cut in 
Prince Albert style, and it caught the fancy 
of the Rockford small boy. Next: to Craw- 
ford, Hendershott, the drummer boy of Shiloh, 
occupied the public eye; Hendershett is get- 
ting a big boy now, and today he looked brave 
in a gorgeous pair of white corduroy trousers, 
a blue jacket, and a Freneh. military cap, 
all elaborately Covered with designs in gold 
and black braid. Hendershott never drummed 
hatder than’ he did |today as ho marched 
along in theranks. A plumb line dropped 
from his head would have struck the ground 
two feet behind his heels. He had a fifer 
with him who is still young enough to be the 
piper boy of some future battle tield, dressed 
in the same resonant way, and the two evoked 
more enthusiasm than all the brass bands put 
together. There were other minor celebri- 
lies, too, who attracted attention here 
and there, one being no less a person 
than “Rickety Dat,” otherwise known as 
Bill Newby, who attained fame by getting 
into the <r and prison on account of his 
pensien, A quarter of a hundred le 
sete that he " the original ‘ Bill’’ Weyby, 
while-an equal hunter of peop'e ea i- 
tively that oid Bill is dead ana this lode spon 
iinpostor omnipresent.

WANT TO ENFORCE THE SUNDAY LAWS, 


Resolutions Passed and Speeches Made. in 
the People’s Institute. 

Twenty-five hundred people gathered in the 
People’s Institute last night and adopted res- 
olutions to begin a movement to enforce the 
Sunday laws violated by saloons, theaters, 
dance-houses, bal) players, and all other in- 
fractors. Speeches were made by leading 
ministers, a generous collection to aid the 
work was taken up, and many enrolled their 
names as members of the International Sun. 
day Observance League, under whose aus- 
pices the meeting was held. 

On the program were printed the questions 
which were to be discussed. They were: 
‘Shall the Moral and Christian Element 
Govern, or the Immoral and Vicious?’ 
‘ Which Shall Govern the State: the State or 
the City?’ What those present thought of 
them after listening to speeches was expressed 
in the following resolutions, which were car- 
ried by a rising vote: 

WuHeEreas, The statites of Illinois require a 
seat and proper observance of Sunday in the city, 
and, 

WHEREAS, TheSunday legislation is openly and 
shamelessly violated by thousands of open sa- 
loons, by crowded theaters, public dance halls, 
and similar places of amusement, by the unneces- 
sary employment of thousands of men, women, 
and children in factories, stores. and other places

BARNEY TELLS OF TERMINALS. 


Believed Their Exemption from Edevation 
Made Them Valuable. 

New Yorks, May 15.—[Special. |—Director 
Charles T. Barney of the Northern Pacific 
was again a witness today before Special 
Master Alfred L. Cary, who is investigating 
the Villard management of the company, espe- 
cially the deal by which the Chicage terminals 
were secured in 1890. One of the properties 
purchased by the Northern Pacific was the 
Rocky. Fork and Cook City railroad com- 
pany. Mr. Barney said he had pur- 
chased 400 certificates of this com- 
pany in Jahuary, 1890, He did 
this against his judgment, but he 
said he was persuaded to buy the stock by Mr. 
Villard and other officers of the Northern Pa- 
citic, who insisted that it would be a good 
thing for the latter company to acquire that 
property. ; 

Speaking of the value of the terminal prop- 
erties acguired in Chicago Mr. Barney said 
the bonds set aside for the deficiency in in- 
terest for the first two or three years would, 
in his judgment, have been ample but 
for. the fact that times since the 
acquirement of the properties had unfortu- 
pately not been normal. Another feature 
should not be ignored in estimating the 

values of the terminal properties, and that 
waa that the Northern Pacific acquired ter- 
minal tracks in Chicago which it could not 
- be required to elevate, and that exemption he 
considered at the time and still considered to 
be of inestimabie-vaiue. _. 

Mr. Barney was asked only a few questions 
by Mr. McNaught with reference to the cost 
of mining the coal by the Rocky Fort com- 
pany and then gave way to Charles H. Le. 
land, another furmer director of the North- 
ern Pacific company. Before Mr. Leland 
was examined Mr. Edes produced the notes 
which he testified had been paid and men- 
tion of which has already been made. He 
also handed in a copy of thé agree- 
ment of the and  Transcon- 
tinental D. SS. Wegg 
for the purchase of the three railroad 
properties. The account showed receipts (in 
round figures) of $8,730,046 and paymeute 
for a like amount, the items comprising 
those totals having already een pub- 
lished. Mr. Edes testified that the 766 
Chicago and Northern Pacific bonds given to 
the Oregon and Transcontinental company 
for commissions and expenses in acting as 
the financial agents of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral railroad company for the proposed pur- 
chase of the consolidated and terminal prop- 
erties, realized $513,593. The pr s of 
those bonds went into the treasury of the 
North American company, which was the suc- 
cessor of the Oregon and Transcontinental 
company. Lawyer Petty went over with Mr. 
Leland about the same ground cevered in the 
examiwation of Mr. Barney. 

John A. Stewart, President of the United 
States Trust company, was questioned rela- 
tive to the relations of his company with the 
Northen Pacific railway. He said that Jan. 
1, 1890, the Oregon and  ‘Trans- 
continental company deposited with the 
United States Trust company $2,415,- 
458: June 2, 1890, $6,060,126; and June 
12, $5.123. On this interest was allowed at 
the rate of 244 per cent, the total amount of 
interest paid being $1.121. Mr. Stewart 
submitted $a paper showing a list 
of the parties to whom this money was 
paid, the payments in each case being made 
upon the order of the Oregon and Transcon- 
tinental company, of which Mr. Villard was 
President. The witness did not see Mr. Vil- 
lard while the negotiations were being carried 
on.

PUBLIC WARNED AGAINST LLOYDS 


Indiana State Auditor Opens’a Campaign 
Against These Associations. 

The State Auditor of Indiana has issued a 
circular to the public warning it against 
Lioyds associations operating in the State 
in violation of the State law. It consists of 
an opinion of the Attorney-General of Indi- 
ana on the validity of the claim advanced by 
Lioyds associations that they are not amen- 
able to the insurance laws ofthe State re- 
garding fees and taxes. In this the following 
appears: 

From the inlormation before me Lloyds seem 
to be an association of individuals who seek to 
earry on the business ordinariiy conducted by 
joint stock companies; to exercise all the pow- 
ers of corporations; to enjoy all the benefits or- 
dinarily accruing to aggregated capital, and, by | 
the cunning employment of words, to escape re- 
sponsibility and avoid compliance with the wise 
and |wholsome regulations which are imposed 
upon all other legitimate foreign insurance com- 
panies doing business within the State. 

This most uncertain and dangerous method of 
doing business is rendered impossible by our 
statute. Under the law of this State service may 
be had upon the company through the Auditor of 
State. pon a policy issued by a Lloyds asso- 
ciation a citizen of Indiana must go to the State 
of New York before proceedings can be instituted. 
An evasionof our statute so palpable and so 
dangerous as to require acitizen of Indiana to 
follow a delinquent underwriter into the courts 
of a foreign State is of itself sufficient to prohib- 
it absolutely the doing of insurance business b 
a concern or an association of gentlemen whic 
would lead to such agilemma, The Lioyds ex- 
ercise precisely the same functions and perform 
the same acts as do insurance corporations gen- 
erally. Yet under the pretext that their liability 
is an individual.one (which is the very evil char-

ELECTRICITY AS A MOTIVE POWER. 


Western Railway Club Mémbers Talk of a 
Substitute for Steam. 

At the annua! meeting of the Western Rail- 
way club yesterday the following were elected

The session was largely taken up with dis- 
eussions of papers. The chief of these was on 
the present utility of electric motors on ‘rail- 
ways by David L. Barnes, who made copious 
reference to the results achieved by the intra- 
mural road at the World’s Fair, summing up 
his paper with the statement that the most 
rapid introduction of electric motors 
would be on elevated suburban roads. 
Mr. Baker gave figures concerning the in- 
tramural road, showing that the total cost for 
fuel in August was 4.3 cents atrain mile. The 
miiny curves in the road necessitated cutting 
the speed down to ten miles ae hour, but 
runs at a much higher rate had been made. 
Mr. Barnes said the Metropolitan and North- 
western Elevated roads would probably use 
electric motors. The Manhattan road of 
New York also was examining the subject.

COUNTY BUILDING 80 FOUL THE OITY 
: MAY OLOSE IT. 


Sanitary Inspectors Report to the Mayor 
That the Ventilation Is Bad, the Plumb- 
ing Worthless, and the Janitor Work 
So Neglected That the Health of Every- 
one in the Structure Is Menaced=Ali 
Defects Must Be Remedied at Once= 
Thirty-fourth Ward Citizens Complain. 


Mayor Hopkins said yesterday if the City 
Law Department decided ne had the power 
he would’ close up the County Building unless 
the County Board immediately put the struct- 
ute in better sanitary condition. Yesterday 
he turned over to the Corporation Counsel re- 
ports of the officials of the Health Depart- 
ment with reference to the sanitary condition 
of the County Building, and instructed him 
to report as to what the city’s powers in the 
premises were, Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Zeisler is working on the opinion, which 
he will have ready for delivery in a few days. 

“All depends upon the opinion from the 
Law Department,” said the Mayor. “If the 
city has power to close the County Building 
if the County Commissioners refuse to obey 
ah order to put it in good repair, I shall close 
if and keep.it shut as tightly: as a quarantined 
residence. It is unreasonable that men 
should be required to work in such a 
structure, especially as a fow dollars would 
put it in good repair.”’ 

The repoit of Andrew Young, Chief Sanitary 
Inspector of the Health Department, in re- 
gard to the condition of the building is as 
follows: 

In general terms the ventilation is defective. 
The ventilation for the greater part of the build- 
ing is by flues recessed in walls of different rooms 
ending at the attic. There not being sufficient 
provision for its exit to the outer air this foul 
air, finding its way from the different rooms, cir- 
chlates in the attic and is forced back and down 
through the same channels into the rooms. To 
rem this sufficient provision should be made 
for the escape of this contaminated air at the 
roof. Fans,if of sufficient capacity, would gc 
far towards remedying the condition existing. Of 
the three fans now in the attic one only serves 
the purpose for which it is provided, that one be- 
ing connécted with a large sheet metal flue ter- 
minating above the roof. Two other fans serve 
no other purpose than to mix the air drawn 


through the ventilating flues, compressing it in 
16 attic and forcing it back in its mixed condi- 


tion. 

The plumbing fixtures throughout the building 
are of a pattern condemned by this department 
years ago and are without exception defective 
and unfit for use. The entire drainage system 
was under test found leaking and in very poor 
Condition, especially in the basement. The sewer 
air from the leaking drainage finds its way up 

he elevator shafts and is distributed impartially 

to every one having business in tne building. 
On the fourth floor Rooms 423, 419, and also 
toilet-rooms in Clerk of Probate Court rooms, the 
floor and surroundings are extremely filthy by 
reason of defects enumerated and from. lack of 
sufficient janitor service. In fact, general im- 
provement could be made in the direction of bet- 
ter janitor service at all. points examined by us. 
l can only characterize the plumbing and drain- 
age of the building as unfit for use and danger- 
ous to health. It should be torn out root and 
branch at once. - 

The report of Dr. Gehrman, City Chemist, 
in regard to the condition of the air, states 
that while pure air contains only four parts of 
éarbon dioxide in each 10,000 parts, he found 
in the County Building in closets 18.36 parts, 
in a court-room 8.35 parts, in the attic 6.33 
parts. and ina basement 25.52 parts; that 
while pure airin summer contains but 250 
bacteria to each cubic meter, he found ip the 
County Building in a closet 72,900, in a court- 
room 4,200. in the attic 2,700, and in the 
basement 2,500, 

The investigation was made at the request 
of Judges Tuley, Clifford, Adams, Blanke, 
Sears, Tuthill, Hanecy, Payne, Brentano, 
Burke, Freeman, Ewimg, Stein, Goggin, Chet- 
lain, Baker, Windes, and McConneil. 


STAGNANT WATER IN THE STREETS, 


Thirty-fourth Ward People Make Com- 
piaint to the Mayor. 

J. Campbell, Jacob Wolfe, D. S. Sullivan, 
and F. H. Teeple, the Executive committee 
of the Improvement Society of .the Thirty- 
fourth Ward, called upon Mayor Hopkins 
yesterday morning and laid before him a 
complaint of the condition of the streets in 
that ward. They complain that the gitch on 
Kensington avenue, between Indiana avenue 
and Lake Calumet, is not so constructed as 
tocarry off surface water, but is filled with 
stagnant water and is a menace to health;

‘nue to Front street; One Hundred and Fif- 
teenth street, between the same points. and 
Howard street, from One Hundred and Fif- 
teenth street to Kensington avenue, are itn- 
passable; that the Chicago and.

EXPLANATION OF THE AOT AS RE- 
GARDS WORLD'S FAIR MEDALS. 


Direetor-General Davis, Author of the Leg- 
islation, Says That the Truthful Repro- 
duction of Diplomas and Awards for 
Advertising Purposes Is Not Counter- 
felting Them=—Official Correspondence 
on a Case in Point=District- Attorney 
Thinks the Act Cannot He Enforced. 


Director-General George R. Davis believes 
the law which provides a fine or imprison- 
ment for counterfeitmg the World’s Fair 
medals and diplomas was not intended to pre- 
vent the use of fac-similes for advertising 
purposes. Col. Davis drafted the bill himself 
and there should be no higher authority on 
the question than himself. 

“The intent of the law,” said Col. Davis 
yesterday, ‘“‘was not to prevent she proper 
use of medals and diplomas in advertising 
such articles as received awards at the World’s 
Coluinbian Exposition. The design was to 
prevent counterfeiting so that those who did 
not receive awards should be prevented from 
using spurious diplomas or medals, claiming 
them as genuine. Exhibiters put in exhibits 
aud went to great expense to obtain official 
recognition froin the United States Govern- 
ment of the excellency of articles ex- 
hibited. It is “due to these men 
that no one who (failed of an 
award or did not advertise should be given the 
benefits to which successful exhibiters are en- 
titled. The penalty was made severe to deter 
the unscrupulous from gaining these advant- 
ages. Itisthe same as for counterfeiting a 
note, and I believe in a strict enforcement of 
the law. This case, however, is different. It 
was simply a plan to gain an advantage by 
showing a reduced fac-simile of the evidences 
of the award made.”’ 

Capt. Porter of the United Statgs Secret 
Service has not paid a second call ( the pro- 
prietors of the Inland Printer to demand the 
plate of the accepted design for the diploma 
from which the printing was done and the 
copies of the publication which are still in the 
eaprere ny of the printers. If he had done so 

e would have been met with a second polite 
but firm refusal. 

C. F, Whitmarsh, Secretary of the company 
which prints the publication, has secured a 
copy of the letter which gave the required per- 
mission. As this carhe from the Acting Sec- 
retary ofthe Treasury it gives the /nland 
Printer the right to use the cut in question. 
These letters are the request for permission 
and the answers giving permission to use the 
cut of the diploma:

this department cannot furnish you with a pho- 
tograph of the diploma, but will permit a pho- 
tograph to be madeé of it for the purpose indi- 
cated by you. In view of the restrictions con- 
tained in the law relative to any person having 
in his possession without lawful authority any 
plate or mold in steel, plaster. or other substance 
designed for striking the medals or diplomas, 
you will only be permitted to make a plate, such 
as described by you, on the condition that it be 
very materially reduced in size from the original. 

If the foregoing conditions are satisfactory to 
you please advise this office, andthe necessary 
permission will be given to such person as you 
may designate to make the photograph. Re 
spectfully yours.

At the time Capt. Porter made the demand 
for the plate the letter from Acting Secretary 
Curtis, could not be found, but a copy was 
secured from the department in Washington. 
To be doubly sure, the Jnland Printer has 
sent a second letter tothe department, stat- 
ing the case as it is and asking the Secretary 
to pass upon the question. The section of the 
Congressional! act referred to is quoted and 
the letter continues: 

What we would like a ruling on is this: 
1. Has the law been violated in showing 
the plate as it appeared in the Inland Printer? 
2. Can any cuts or plates be used in any way to 
show what the medals and diplomas are? Ad- 
vertisers have used cuts of the Centennial med- 
als, those of the Paris Exposition of 1889, of the 
“otton Centennial, and of the various institute 
fairs held in different parts of the United States, 
and the medals of many other large expositions, 
but many are in doubt as to how thediploma and 
medal of the World's Fair can be used. 

The Page Belting company and the W. W. 
Kimball Carriage company have used what 
are claimed to be the design of the medal to 
be issued to successful exhibiters. These dif- 
fer from each other, however, and from the 
corrected design. 

Penalties for Violating the Act. 


The section which provides a penalty for 
counterfeiting the medal! or diploma reads: 

And every person who within the United States 
or any Territory thereof, without lawful author- 
ity makes, or willingly aids or atsists in making, 
or causes or procures to made, any dies, hub, 
plate, or mold either in steel or plaster, or any 
other substance whatever, in the likeness or 
similitude as to design or inscription thereon of 
any die, hub, plate, oz mold designed for the 
striking of the medals and dipiomas of award 
for the World’s Columbian Exposition. 4s pro- 
vided in Section 3of the act approved Aug. 5, 
1892, or conceals or shall have in his possession 
any such die, hub, plate, or mold hereinbefore 
mentioned, with intent to fraudulently or unlaw- 
fully use the same for counterfeiting the medals 
and diplomas hereinbefore mentioned, or who 
shall fraudulently or unlawfully have in his 
possession or cause to be circulated any dupli- 
cate or counterfeit medal or diploma not author- 
ized by the Secretary of the Treasury, shall upon 
conviction thereof be punished by a fine of not 
more than $5,000, and be imprisoned at hard 
labor not more than ten years, or both, at the 
discretion of the court. . 

According to United States District-Attor- 
ney Milchrist the law cannot be enforced. In 
view of this Capt. Porter of the United 
States Secret Service has decided not to pro- 
ceed against the merchants and others who 
are now publishing pictures of their awards 
as advertisements until he has received further 
instructions from Washington.. 

“The law as it was framed,”’ said Mr. Milchrist 
yesterday afternoon, ‘provides for an appropria- 
tion of $108,000 for medals and diplomas to be 
awarded to exhibiters. These medals and 
diplomas were to be made by the Treasury De- 

artment and were to be furnished tothe World's 

‘air for distribution. Then the law says ary 
person who makes dies, plates or anything else 
necessary to imitate or reproduce the medals and 
diplomas and dues it with the intent of repro- 
ducing them shall be panished in the same way 
practically that counterfeiters are punished. The 
term ‘any person’ does not exempt the owner of 
the medal himself, but I do not believe the 
law under a fair interpretation was intended to 
punish those who received the awards for using 
them in the way such awards have always been 
used. What Congress intended was to prevent 
the counterfeiting of the awards. I do not 
lieve it was intended to prevent manufacturers 
from placing on their goods copies of the medals 
and diplomas for advertising purposes. That is 
what the awards were intendedfor. The law 
contains the phrase with intent to defraud, and 
that makes it more evident that it was designed 
only to punish those who counterfeit the medals 
cant diplomas. be typ 

“ Tnere is a law to prevent the reprodoction in 
any form, even as photographs, of the money, 
paper or coin, of the country. Some time ago 4 
publisher named Woods made 4 school chart 
containing pictures of the coins of the country 
for the instruction of the school children. I be- 
gan a proceeding against him under the law. but 
the case was dismissed by the court. I bave no 
doubt that if the Treasury Department insists oa 

roceeding against the exhibiters a test case will 
be made to test the validity of this law.

_Mivwauker, Wis., ‘May 15.—[Special. ]|— 
The Wisconsin weekly crop bulletin says: 

Favorable weather continues and farm work 
has been rapidly pushed. Thowgh there was a 
light frost May 11 no damage is thought to have 
beem done. In most southern and central coun- 
ties corn and potatoes aro one-half planted and 
the work is in full progress. The work is farther 
ahead in central and western counties. In north- 
ern counties potatoss have been planted 
quite generally and corn in ai few 
cases, A few fields of early corn 
are reported up and growing finely; potatoes are 
up in some cases. Oats, rye, wheat, riley, and 
tame grasses are making a healthy, vigorous 
growth. Grass is growing tinely and dairy interests 
are running at full capacity. Clover is improving 
and the hay crop promises to be large. Fruit 
treés are in full bloom and the prospects were 
never better. Tobacco plauts are stiil under the 
covers and growing well. The acreage probably 
will be smaller than usual. 


_ Des Mornes, Ia., May 15.—The crop bulle- 
tin for the week says: 


The last week has been favorable, with tem- 
perature and sunshine above the normal. and the 
rainfall generally sufficient for present needs. 
Corn planting is nearly completed in all districts 
of the State, except in afew localities where 
work has been delayed by excessive moisture. 
In early planted fields an excellent stand has

complaint of r‘seed. Small grain, potatoes, 
meadows, and pastures are doing notably well.

Seeding is finished 
and the fields are looking excellent. Fruit trees 
in general are in bloom, and the prospects for a 
crop are so far encouraging. 

WasuHineton, D. C.. May 15.—The Weather 
Bureau in its crop bulletin for the week end-

Nor Texas and Indian Territory, where the 
hnperat was about normal. The cool weath- 
er in Califortia was helpful to late grain, but the 


crop is short. Frosts occurred in the States of 
the Upper Mississippi Valley, but the injury, if 
any, was slight. The weather dur the week 
was generally favorable throughout the corn and 
wheat States of the central valleys, where the 
rainfall was less than usual. The ground is »be- 
coming dry and rain is needed in the States on 
the Eastern slope from Northern Texas to the 
Dakotas.

THE SHAME OF CHICAGO. 
At no time in its history has Chicago been 
so filthy as it is at present, and that is saying 


authorities been as inefficient and negligent 


which make for municipal cleanliness. At 
no time in its history has the street-cleaning 
department been such an utter miserable 
failure. At no time before in its history have 
streets remained uncleaned for weeks and 
alleys been left untouched for months until 
garbage boxes are overrunning with their 
long-accumulated filth, and yet the taxpay- 
ers of Chicago are paying large sums of 
money to,contractors for work which is 
either shamefully slighted or not done at all. 

A reporter for Taz Trreune the other day 
made a tour of Clark street from Madison to 
Twelfth and stated in its last issue what he 
saw on that street, as well as on eastern 
parallel ayenues. Had he gone farther south, 
even to Thirty-ninth street, he would have 
found the same disgraceful, 1f not a worse, 
condition of things. The streets and alleys all 
over the city'are reeking with filth which has 
accumulated for months. 
to remove it. Either the street-cleaning de- 


not know filth and garbage when it sees them. 
Paper of alt kinds is thrown into the streets 
and not a policeman on his beat stops it, 
though1t is his duty to doso. Wagon loads 
of filthy waste paper have been dumped or 
vacant lots, and the first wind blows it all 
over the ‘vicinity. 
corners throw their withered blooms into the 
gutters and fruit sellers dump their rotton 
venient receptacle, Shopkeepers sweep all 
loons deposit their 
alleys. Cheap restaurant keepers throw loads 
of rotton stuff where they piease because 
they are in nodanger of prosecution. There 


the southern part of Michigan boulevard and 
some of the finer residence streets of the 
North Division, east of Clark, cleaned by pri- 
vate contract, which is not a disgrace to the 
authorities as well as to the people, for the 
filth is not confined to the slums and poorer 
sections of the city. Itis everywhere and it 
is increasing every day because no effort is 
made to remove it. The streets are left un- 
touched. The alley garbage boxee have not 
been emptied for months, The sewers-are 
choked up. and as a result the water stands in 
the streets in filthy puddles, into which all 
this refuse is dumped. -Thus they are con: 
verted into cesspools endangering the health 
of the city. What with the streets and alleys 
thus reeking with filth and decaying matter 
under foot, with the air choked with soot and 
smoke overhead, with people throwing their 
refuse directly into alleys and street gutters, 
with policemen who apparently do not know 
dirt when they see it or stench wheh they 
smell it. with tons of fetid stuff duinmped di:- 
rectly into the lake, with contractors taking 
thousands of dollars out of the City Treasury 
for unfulfilled contracts and city officials sit. 
ting idly by domg nothing, it is little wonder 
that fevers of all kinds are breaking out and 
smallpox: is raging. Smalipox is born of 
filth. The city authorities have ordered 
wholesale vaccination. That will do no good 
so long ag the present conditions exist. Ifthe 
Mayor would order the vaccination of con. 
tractcrs for dishonesty and laziness, or both, 
of his policemen for open and defiant viola- 
tion of ordinances, of the Health Department 
for public spirit, sanitary knowledge, and 
common sense, then there might be some 
hope. 

With the Mayor give this matter his per- 
sonal attention? Will he cumpel contractors 
to live up to their contracts? Will he in- 
struct his policemen to enforce ordinances 
upon pain of dismissal? Will he stir up the 
Health and the Street-Cleaning Departments? 
And will he do it at once? The hot season is 
rapidly coming, aud if a radical change is not 
effected at once Chicago will stand in danger 
of a pestilence, Or will he go on shutting his 
eyes to the condition of the city and make it a 
byword all over the country? In the name of 
cleanliness and common decency, Mr. Mayor, 
wake up and clean the city. It is the most 
important duty that confronts you. Give us 
clean air to breathe, clean water to drink, 
clean streets and alleys, anda clean bill of 
health, You ean do it if you will. 
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THE UNCONSTITUTIONAL GERRYMANDER 

The Democrats want to lug in a mass of ex- 
traneous matter at Danville simply for the 
purpose of delay. That is the sole object of 
the attempt to file a new answer, get new 
people into the suit, and raise new issues.

Judge 
Bookwalter will be justified in refusing to 
grant the Democrats what they ask for. If 
there are any points they think are not raised 
in their Danville suit let them raise them in 
their own Springfield one. 

The Danville case ig based on the allega- 
tion that the apportionnient law of 1893 is 
not constitutional, because a number of the 
districts made by it are not *‘ formed of con- 
** tiguous and compact territory ’’ and do not 
** contain, as nearly as practicable, an equal 
* number of inhabitants.”” Do the districts 
which are objected to comply with the consti- 
tutional requirements or not? If they do the 
law is valid. If they do not, itis not. The 
power to decide is vested in the Supreme 
Court, which can compare with the supreme 
law—the Constitution—any law the Legisla- 


j ture may pass. If it does not accord with 


that supreme law it<«is not the iawbuta 
nullity. 

The Democrats in the Legislature have 
taken the Counties of Lee, De Kalb, Kendall, 
and Grundy, have tacked them together, and 
cali them the Twenty-ninth District. He 
must have odd ideas of contiguity and com- 
pactness who can claim that this shapeless 


' geographical abortion, which runs north and

There would have 
been a difference in population still of 17,- 
672, but the districts would have been more 
nearly equal _ before, while the taking of 
Grundy from the Twenty-ninth District and 
attaching it to Will would have made the 
Twenty-ninth District less-violative of the re- 
quirements concerning compactness and, con- 
tiguity. 

Why did not the Legislature make these 
changes? For partisan reasons alone. Those 
reasons do not appear in the record which 
will go to the Supreme Court, for the Judges 
cannot ask why a bill was passed but whether 
it conforms with the Constitution. An un- 
constitutional law passed with the best of 
motives must go. |A constitutional one passed 
with the worst of motives has to stand till the 
people repeal it. But the reasons which actu- 
ated the Democrats in the Legislature can be 
set out fully in the record which is made up 
for the information and guidance. of the 
people. 

De Kalb gives a heavy Republican majority. 
Lee. Kendall, and Grundy give smaller but 
trustworthy ones. | Will is Ja county which the 
Democrats hope to carry bya scratch in off 
years. If Grundy, with its small but reliable 
Republican majority, were attached to Will it 
is quite possible the Democrats never would 
carry such a distri}t while the conditions are 
‘what they are now. Therefore, while the 
transfer of Grundy would make two districts 
which would be more nearly equal in popula- 
tion than now and more nearly compact and 
contiguous the Democrats would not make 
the change because it would have deprived 
them of the contingent possibility of carrying 
a district. That possibility weighed more 
with them than constitutional requirements, 

The grossly partisan nature of the appor- 
tionment is as apparent in the Cook County 
districts as in those made in other parts of the 
State. Nothing is easier than to make sym- 
metrical, compact districts in this county, and 
yet compactness and contiguity have been 
disregarded. Said/Capt. Hunt, in the course 
of his arguinent: | 

Here isa map representing whatis known as 
the Seventh Senatorial District, which com- 
prises that part of the County of Cook outside 
the City of Chicago, except the Town of Calumet. 
A glance is all the discussion that district re- 
quires. A district ‘that runs from the extreme 
southeast—from thé Indiana line—to the north- 
west corner of the county, and from the south- 
west corner around down to the lake and to Lake 
County on the north. Does that conform to the 
mandate of the Constitution? I ‘submit not, 
your Honor, and no argument, no ingenuity, can 
make a fact of that kind conform to constitu- 
tional requirements. 

So dense is the population of Chicago that 
it is easy to make districts which are nearly 
equal in population as well as compact. Yet 
whiie the ratio in this county is 79,461 two 
districts have an average population of 86,- 
687. They are over 7,000 in excess of the 
ratio, while they could have been made to 
conform exactly toit. That conformity waa 
not sought for by the Democrats, for what 
they were aiming at was the making of an 
apportionment which would give them the 
Legislature though beaten in the State at 
large by 30,000 votes. 

That was the motive which actuated the 
Democrats. In their effort to carry it out 
they have violated the Constitution repeatedly 
and defiantly. If guch violations are to be 
tolerated by a court whose duty it is to en. 
force the mandates of the Constitution against 
Legislatures or executive Officers as well as 
against private citizens the right to equal 
representation will be nullified and the 
government, ceasing to be that of the whole 
people, will become that of a party which can 
so gerryinander the State as to retain the 
control of the Legislature though in a‘hopeiess 
minority of the total vote. 
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LINCOLN ON LABOR AND CAPITAL, 

In one of his messages to Congress Presi- 
dent Lincoln spoke of the true relations of 
labor and capital, To the language then used 
by him he added a few sentences in March, 
1864, when he replied to a workingman’s as- 
sociation that had made him an honorary 
member. The following is that part of the 
message bearing most directly on the subject, 
with its later addendum: 

It is assumed that labor is available only'in 
connection with capital; that nobody labors un- 
less somebedy else, owning capital, somehow by 
the use of it induces him to labor. Now there is 
no such relation between labor and capital as as- 
sumed; nor is there 4ny such thing as a free man 
being fixed for lifein the condition of a hired 
laborer. Labor is. prior to and independent of 
capital. Capital is only the fruit of labor, and 
could never have existed if labor had not first ex- 
isted. Capital has its rights, which are as worthy 
of protection as any other rights, Nor is it de- 
nied that there is, and probably always will be, a 
relation between capital and labor, producing 
mutual benefits. The error isin assuming that 
the whole labor of the community exists within 
that relation. A large majority neither work 
for others nor have jothers working for them. A 
considerable number mingle their own labor 
with capital; that ig, they labor with their owh 
hands, and also buy pr hire others to labor for 
them ; but this is only a mixed and not a distinct 
class. Property is the fruit of labor; property is 
desirable; is a positive good in the world. That 
some should be rich shows that others may be- 
come rich, and heétice is just encouragement to 
industry and enterprise. Let not him that is 
houseless pull down the house of another, but 
let him work diligently and build one for him- 
self; thus by example assuring that his own-shall 
be safe from violence when built. 

These are wordgof wisdom that should be 
taken up and read from every one of those 
pulpits in the land’the occupants of which 
have taken to discoursing on the topics of so- 
cialism and political economy. The quotation 
ought to be published in all the journals 
which professedly are devoted to advocating 
the cause of iabcr. It should be read - by 
every employer and wageworker in the 
United States, for it would help them to think 
in the right direction on one of the most im. 
portant topics of) the time. Abraham Lin- 
coln was the most thoughtful and perhaps the 
most original of the distinguished men who 
have occupied the Presidential chair, and this 
utterance is one of the most philosophically 
truthful that ever was made by him. It covers 
the whole situation) in a few short sentences, 

Conditions have changed some since the 
death of President Lincoln. Capital, which 
is the accumulation of the surplus fruits of 
labor, is more abundant and more of it is 
used to increase thé productivity of labor in 
the present than wns the case thirty years 
ago. But there is no change in the principle. 
No free man is fixed for life in the position of 
If he saves, as others have 
done before him, he may become an employ- 
er. The fact that many thousands of others 
in the United States have graduated in that 
way from poverty to riches shows that he too 
may become rich, dud the certainty that he 
would be secure in the possession of the 
capital thus acquired is the best possible 
incentive to the’ industry and enterprise 
of individuals which is for the best 
good of the comniunity as a whole. If the 
men who do not own their homes should pull 
down the residences of persins better circum- 
stanced than thetnselves, as suggested by a 
cranky Kansas offitial, they would discourage 
the building of new houses and the thrift 
which renders such building possible, . But if 
the men who pay rent save enough to build 


} homes for themselyes and famiiies and invest 


their savings in that way they! become inter- 
ested in the preservation of property rights, 
“which are as worthy of protection as any 
other rights,” and their example and influ- 
ence will stimulate others to “ go and do like-

WILD DEMANDS OF THE PULLMAN MEN, 
The Pullman strikers have drawn up a peti- 
tion which they are going to submit to Con- 
grees. It contains their scheme of social re- 
generation and higher wages. They want the 
referendum ag far as the more important laws 
are concerned. They want the President, 
Senators, Cabinet officers, Postmasters, and 
other Federal officials and all United States 
Judges exceptithose of the Supremie Court 
chosen by direct vote. They want boards of 
mining, agriculture, law, and labor, whose 
heads must be chosen by direct popular vote, 
it being their duty to furnish “reliable statis- 
tics’? when desired. They also want boards 
of arbitration established to fix employés’ 
wages. In short they want to remodel the 
Constitution of the United States. 

This interesting list of demands is prefaced 
by an attack on Congress for ‘contracting 
the volume of thé money of the people by law 
so that its volume will not equal the annual 
taxation ’’—which isan amazing falseehood— 
and for “ permitting fifty millions in gold 
bonds to be issued.”’ Those bonds were sold 
td’ get gold to protect the currency of the 
country, whose depreciation and instability 
harms the wageworker more than any one 
else, Congress is abused also for allowing 
‘*‘a money oligarchy”’ to grow up and for 
following the dictates of ‘‘the gold monopo- 
lists of the world.” 

Evidently this petition is the work of some 
Populist-Socialist who has strayed here from 
the West or the South and who has persuaded 
the Pullman strikers that compliance with 
these crazy. demands will get them steady 
work at good wages. These men have not 
found out yet what hurt them, or if they 
have found it out they are unwilling to con- 
fess it because their votes helped to bring it 
about.- They complain in their petition of 
“iniquitous laws which have permitted a 
system to develop which makes the rich rich- 
er and the poor poorer.”’ There have been 
no such laws. The system which was devel- 
oping up to last year was a protection one, 
which made both rich and poor richer. Under 
that system the wages of the workingmen 
practically doubled between 1860 and 1893. 
The old system did not harm the Pullman 
strikers. ) 

The intention of the Democrats to introduce 
a new free trade system has made both rich 
and poor poorer. That has hurt the work- 
Ingman most of ail. That has cut down 
wages at Pullman—that and that alone. What 
is needed to stop the scaling down of wages 
and of profits is to go back to the old system. 
The way to do it is to stop meddling with. the 
tariff. But instead of asking Congress to do 
that which is perfectly feasible the men at 
Pullman ask for remedies, or what they con- 
sider such, many of. which it is not in the 
power of Congress to grant and which the 
people of the United States never will consent 
to. The strikers had bad advisers when they 
quit work and have equally bad advisers now 
when they are clamoring for a remodeling of 
the Kederai Constitution. 
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Tue latest estimate of the effect of the tariff 
bill, as finally amended, is that it will produce 
a surplus of neariy $70,000,000 during the 
first year and of $50,000,000 for each of the 
four following years during which the income 
tax will be in force. The surplus will be 
larger than previous estimates because it is 
anticipated that the income tax collections 
will amount to $30,000,000 from corpora- 
tions alone and $10,000,000 from other 
source, while it has been assumed hitherto 
that the total revenue from that tax would 
not exceed thirty millions. The surplus for 
the first year will be larger than for subse- 
quent ones because of the great inrush of 
goods immediately 'after the duties are 
lowered, 

Thus at the close of the five years there will 
be a surplus of $265,000,000 in the Treasury, 
provided it is not squandered in the mean- 
time. The probabilities are it will be. A 
dispatch says: 

Members of Congress who are fighting for 
public buildings, river and harbor improve- 


ments, and private claims are already looking 
forward hopefully tothe opportunity of seizing 


upon this surplus in the next Congress, if not at - 


the short session of the present Congress next 
winter. 

This is what might be expected. When 
there is a surplus the temptation is strong to 
expend it. The greater the surplus the wilder 
the schemes devised for getting rid of it. A 
surplus generally means extravagance. Why 
do the Democrats, who used to object to sur- 
pluses as long as there were any, go to work 
now to make asurplusto lead Congressmen 
into temptation? Why do they retain an of- 
fensive income tax which will provide most 
of the surplus? Isit their intention to take 
millions from the pockets of those who man- 
age Northern industries and use the money 
to build dirt walls along: the Mississippi to 
protect Southern planters? Very probably. 
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A Book recently issued, entitled ‘*‘ Common 
Sense Currency,’’ written by John Phin, con- 
tains the following exposure of a blunder 
made by Bland, which seems otherwise to 
have escaped notice: ‘‘ What can be expected 
from American legislation relating to scien- 
tific subjects when our system of politics 
places at the head of a committee dealing 
almost wholly with scientific questions—that 
on Coinage, Weights, and Measures—a man 
who is so ignorant of the very elements of 
one of the fundamental sciences as to be 
capable of writing and publishing the follow- 
ing: ‘a gold dollar being by the ratio then 
and now established sixteen times lighter 
than the silver dollar, and hence the gold 
eagle, or ten dollar piece, being one hundred 
and sixty times per weight lighter than ten 
dollars of silver’?”’ This is quoted from 
Biand’s article in the North American Review 
for April, 1893, page 486. Such a mistake 
hardly can excite wonder in the minds of 
those who know that the whole course of 
Bland on the silver question is a huge blun- 
der, possible only to one who is laboring 
under a bad confusion of ideas, if nothing 
worse. Another statement made in the same 
book is worthy of wide circulation: ‘**Some 
of the most ardent advocates of the use of 
silver as money claim as a strong point in its 
favor that the portion of the population of 
the globe which uses silver as a standard is 
larger than that which uses gold. This is 
very likely true, but our impression is that 
the financial methods of nations in which the 
average rate of wages is less than 15 cents a 
day are not good models for the American 
mechanic and farmer.”’ 


Dvurina the last two months gold has been 
exported to the amount of $22,000,000 and 
the Treasury reserve has fallen to ninety 
millions. If the Democratic tariff policy as 
regards sugar is carried out the exportation of 
gold will continue on a larger scale, and it 
will be necessary to sell more bonds to re- 
As it is the intention of 
the Democrats that the sugar duty shall not go 
into foree until Jan. 1, the sugar trust has 
made contracts tor the entire crop of the West 
India Islands, intending to import it ali be- 
fore the end of the year.

Of the 
gold shipped during the last two months much 
went in payment for sugar. And yet the 
Democratic President and Secretary of the 
Treasury are the ones who have recommend.

ury of gold and endanger the stability of the 
currency. Toreplace that gold more bonds 
will have to be sold and the national debt will

OHETLAIN LAW POINTS 


Kansas City Lawyer Appears asa “ Friend 

. of the Court” and Befuddles Judge and 

Counsel in Election Commissioners’ 

Contempt Case—Decision Delayed=Sam 

B, Raymond for County Treasurer=City 

Hall Bosses Will Choose Democratic 
Candidates and Save Voters Trouble. 


Contrary to-expectations, the argument was 
not completed yesterday in the contempt pro- 
ceedings before Judge Chetlain growmg out 
of the refusal of the Election Commissioners 
to-produce before the special grand jury the 
ballots cast at the Apri! election in the Twen- 
ty-second Precinct of the Twenty-ninth Ward. 
In the forenoon Levy Mayer, one of the at- 
torneys for the Election Commissioners, made 
a long. argument,in which he practically 
asked the court to adjudge his clients guilty 
of contempt, indicating that it was the de- 
sire of the Election Commissioners to get a 
decision from the Supreme Court az early as 
possible on the questions involved. 

This argument consumed the morning ses- 
sion, and at noon Assistant State’s-Attorney 
Morrison and John N. Jewett had a confer- 
ence and concluded not to make a reply, as 
Mr. Mayer had ingenuously avoided bringing 
che real issue before the court. 

It was their intention to make a brief state- 
ment and then let Judge Chetlain render his 
decision, but one William J. Strong put in an 
appearance and spoke. *‘as.a friend of the 
court,’ and managed to stir up both sides 
pretty thoroughly and apparently embarrass 
the court by taking the position that the court 
was without jurisdiction. He urged that the 
grand jury be recalled and thata new charge 
be delivered.

The Strong Man Appears. 

When Mr. Morrison introduced Mr. Strong 
he did so by request and said that Mr. Strong 
would speak as a “friend of the court,’’ The 
fact of the matter seems to have been that 
Mr. Strong worked what some people about 
the Criminal Court Building were unkind 
enough to term a confidence game on Judge 
Chetiain. It seems that a few days ago 
Strong, who is a newcomer in town, 
called on the Judge with a number of letters 
of *introduction. These .letters expatiated 
upon Strong’s prolific knowledge of ‘con- 
tempt proceedings and cases where ballots 
were wanted. As the Judge had stated in the 
former proceedings he would recognize any 
memibers of the bar desiring to be heard, he 
concluded to give Strong a chance. When he 
had taiked for half an hour the attorneys 


-were kept busy figuring out which side the

Finally, after a_ shift or 
two, he took the tack that the court 
was without jurisdiction.

Mr. Strong then proceeded to read de- 
cisions by the Supreme Court of California 
and Mississippi and Justice Field. Levy 
Mayer, who had been attempting to conceal 
his merriment, finally laughed outright and 
then proceeded to put questions to Mr. Strong, 
whereupon Mr. Strong became somewhat 
mixed in his replies, 

Had it not been for Mr. Strong the court 
would no doubt have rendered a decision and 
the fight to keep the Election Commissioners 
out of jail would have commenced. The at- 
torneys for the Election Commissioners have 
confidence in their ability to get the case on 
the way to the upper court without the Com- 
missioners being actually thrown in jail but 
refuse to make their program known. 

Mr, Mayer and Mr. Boyle made an attempt 
when court opened tothrow the burden of 
proof upon the State and force the prosecution 
to make the first arguynent. This was knocked 
out by Judge Chetlain. Mr. Mayer in his 
opening argument referred to the case of 
Dichey against the people, in which the Su- 
preme Court had reversed the order of the low- 
er court and adjudged the plaintiff free from 
contempt, After a long discussion of the 
election law and the eumming up of his con- 
clusions on that point Mr. Mayer said: ‘We 
are not arguing in the hope. nor do we desire 
to change your Honor’s prior opinion. We 
ask the court to rule as this court deems 
right, but we say to the eourt that the Elec- 
tion Commissioners appear here as public 
functionaries; they are anxious with this 
Court to arrive at the proper conclusion. How 
is that to be done? The Supreme Court of 
this State is not in session, your Honor. It 
does not convene until Jyne. The Supreme 
Court, therefore, can issue no writ, because 
the court isin vacation and no member of 
that court has the right to issue on behalf of 
that court a writ of habeas corpus, and that 
is the court to which both sides in this contro- 
versy must look for an authoritative and final 
decision, and the question, in my humble 
judgment, which should animate the court 
and counsel for both sides is how can this 
question in the most expeditious manner pos- 
sible get before the court whose opinion is 
the law of this State? 

Mr. Morrison spoke briefly at the afternoon 
session, but was interrupted on account of 
the court requesting an adjournment, He 
will resume this morning.

TEN PITTSBURG OPERATORS NOT IN 


THE OLEVELAND CONFERENCE. 


Credentials Committee Throws Them Out 


t the Proposition That They Would 
‘ot Abide by a Decision=Scheme to 
Raise Millions to Fight Pennsylvania 
Operators, if Necessary—Scarcity of Coal 
Embarrassing Railroad and Steamboat 
Companies. 
CLevetann, 0., May 15.—The conference 
of the coal operators and miners opened late 
thisiafternoon witha fight. An organization 
was effected by the election of J, E, Zerbe, an 
operator of this city, as President, and Pat- 
rick McBryde of the Miners’ Union as Secre- 
tary, with Frank Brooks, an operator of Co- 
lumbus, as his assistant. A Committee on 
Credentials was appointed, and to it were re- 
ferred the credentials of all the miners 
and operators who sought seats in the 
conference. The report of the com- 
mittee aroused ai stormy discussion. 
It favored the seating of all the miners and 
the operators from Ohio, Indiana, and West 
Virginia, and all of ‘those from Pennsylvania 
who had expressed willingness to abide by the 
decision of the conference. The report, how- 
ever, war against the seating of the ten Pitts- 
bung operators who had declared that they 
would not abide by the decision of the ma- 
jority. A. H, Dempster led the fight in . fa- 
vor of giving the kickers seats. He said the 
call for the conference had been sent to all the 
opérators and miners, and they were entitled 
to ‘seats under the call. John McBride, 
President, and Vice-President Penna of the 
Miners’ Union made the principal speeches 
against seating these operators. ‘The Indiana 
operators were admitted on the understand- 
ing that they would abide by the 
degision of the conference. The con 
ference was composed after the adoption of 
the report of the Committee on Credentials of 
195 miners and 144 operators. Eighty-two 
of the operators are from Ohio, fifty-three 
frdm Pennsylvania, seven from Indiana, as a 
committee for all the operators in that State, 
and two from West Virginia. After the adop- 
tion of the report the conference adjourned 
until tomorrow morning, it being announced 
that the operators would hold a caucus in the 
evening. ! 

Cotumnus, O., May 15.—[Special.]—It is 
given out at National’.Mining headauarters 
that if the Pennsylvania River and other 
operators spoil the Cleveland conference and 
no agreement be reached the national organi- 
zation will make provision fora big strike 
fund to support the strikers at those mines 
until the river operators come to terms. Sta- 
tistics for 1890 show the total tonnage of 
bituminous coal mined was 95,200,000 tors. 
A levy of 5 centsatonon each ton for the 
strike fund would collect $4.760,000 a year, 
over $396,000 a month. It has also been 
suggested that the operators organize‘and fix 
their scale of prices for coal on board cars at 
different ports and cities. Then the operators 
could. have an Executive Board, which could 
hear grievances of operators, confer with the 
miners’ national officials, and settle minor 
matters that way. This might eventually 
run into a coéperative plan to keep prices to 
consumers at certain figures, where the 
boards of both operators and miners would 
watch the market and force everybody to 
maintain a certain selling price. 


THEYRE IN A SCRAMBLE FOR COAL, 


{ 
Railroads and Steamship Zines at Buffalo 
Feeling the Scarcity. 

Burrato, N. Y., May 15.—[Special.]—Un- 
legs the coal strike speedily is settled Buffalo 
factories and steamship and railroad lines 
céntering here will be crippled seriously. The 
supply of soft coal will last only a few days 
at most. Some coneerns will use hard coal, 
among them the Union Steamboat company. 
Its soft coal supply will be exhausted tomor- 
row. The railroads are some better off, hav. 
ing laid an embargo on all soft coal in transit 
here. The New York Central and the Erie 
supply will last several weeks. The Rome, 
Watertown and Ogdensburg railroad is shut- 
ting down. Three hundred men have been 
laid off. - Its supply is nearly exhausted. 

‘New Yorks, May 15.—There have been 50.,- 
000 tons of English and Nova Scotia coal sold 
to arrive in New York, a portion of which has 
already been shipped from Cardiff, Liverpool, 
and Glasgow, and from Sidney, Nova Scotia. 
The cost is within 45 and 50 cents a ton of 
the ordinary price of soft steamer coal deliv- 
ered alongside New York. The bulk of this 
has been taken by the companies supplying 
steamers to fill their contracts. There are ne- 
gotiations on foot for the purchase of 100,000 
tons more to be delivered here between June 
land 10 by the same people and for the same 
purpose. From this fact it is inferred that 
the coal companies intend fighting the strike 
to the finish. 

Des Mores, Ia., May 15.—The miners’ 
strike here will close the electric light works 
and leave the city in darkness in the course of 
aifew days. Much damage is also threatened 
to brick factories. Mine operators are de- 
termined to hold out and so are the miners. 


RESTIVE UNDER EASTERN DICTATION, 


Brazil Operators Threaten to Close the 
Mines for Two Years, 

Braziu, Ind., May 15.—[Special. ]|—It seems 
that the miners’ strike Will not be alleviated 
in this locality, no matter what action is made 
by the convention at Cleveland, as the oper- 
ators here say they do not belong to the oper- 
ators’ union and pill settle with their miners 
personally or not settle at all. They claim 
the Eastern operatora have used every influ- 
ence in their power to freeze the Indiana 
operators out.

The Massil- 
lon operators are unanimous in insisting upon 
the abolition of the differential and the 
miners are equally firm in their demand that 
it be paid.

PULLMAN OAR COMPANY IS IN OON- 
DITION TOHOLD OUT. 


Manager Middleton Says ifthe American 
Ratlway Union Should Succeed in Clos- 
ing All the Pullman Shops the Com- 
pany Would Not Be Inconvenienced in 
the Least—Contracts on Uars Are Off in 
a Strike—Facts About the Dividend 
from an Official. 


The Pullman Palace Car company is in ex- 
cellent condition to stand a strike at -its Pull- 
man shops for several years if need be, so 
Manager Middleton says. °-“*So far as re- 
pairs are concerned.” he said, * if the Amer- 
ican Railway Union should succeed in closing 
all our shops that would not inconvenience 
the company in the least. Many a railroad 
shop would do our repair work on contract 
and be glad ofthe chance. And as there are 
400 cars standing in the yards the increase in 
business for several years to come could be 
provided for, | think, The contracts for cars 
the company is fillmg are void in case of a 
strike, so it seems to me the company can 
stand the strike quite as long and with as lit- 
tle inconvenience as the men.”’ 

‘‘ Ifthe strikers should desire to go into 
negotiations with the company to -whom 
would they be referreti?”’ 

“ To me.”’ 

** What would you have to say to them?” 

** It would be better to wait until the time 
comes. | cannot anti¢ipate my policy.” 

Mr. Middleton could give do idea when Mr. 
Pullman would return. The shops are closed, 
and as the machinery is ‘always kept in order 
and the tools in place the property would suf- 
fer noneif it stood idle four years, he said. 
The company will take advantage of the quiet 
to take stock. 

All the officials of the company at Pullman 
say the men used bad judgment in striking so 
hastily. They say none of their grievances 
was of a nature that could not have been ad- 
justed and the company would have adjusted 
them. If any of the foremen had been 
proved guilty of petty tyranny they would 
have been disciplined. They say the piece 
work system is in use in nearly every car 
shop in the country and the prices paid at 
Pullman are slightly higher than those paid 
elsewhere. They say if the strikers will ap- 
point a committee of cool-headed men to in- 
vestigate this they can readily satisfy them- 
selves on this point. It was said it was not at 


all probable any girl was unable to 
earn over five cents an hour as 
charged. On the other hand, Miss Lynn, No. 


436 Watt avenue, declares she was one of 
those who earned but five cents an hour and 
she did it making pilluw-cases at 35 cents a 
hundred, the former price being $1.25, seven 
hours being required to make 100. That an- 
other girl beside her made four times that 
amount she declares a physical impossibility, 
since no one could make 400 cases in seven 
hours. 
Position of the Railway Union, 

While the American Railway Union has 
promised to help the strikers, its officers ad- 
mit the Pullman conductors and porters do 
not belong to the organization, and it does 
not appear how they will be able to stop the 
running of cars. The union was formed 
June 20, 1893. In regard to its strength 
Grand Secretary Keliher said: 

*We have now 287 unions and a total 
mem bership of abuut 75,000. This includes 
men from all lines of railroad work—engi- 
‘neers, firemen, conductors, brakemen, switch- 
men, carmen, boilermakers, machinists, sec- 
tion men, bridgemen, freight handlers, all 
laborers, clerks, shopmen, yardmen, in fact 
everyone in the railway’ service except the 
conductors and porters on sleeping cars. We 
will organize them, but we have not done so 
yet. They are not organized in any union. 
The union is organized on the following 
roads: Great Northern, Northern Pacific, 
Union Pacific,Southern Pacific, Denver and 
Rio Grande, Rio Grande Western, Santa Fé, 
Chicago Great Western, Montana Ugion, C. 
and E. I., Monon. Evansville and Terre Haute, 
Big Four, Erie, Lllinois Central, and Rock 
Island. We have a few strong unions in 
Eastern cities, such as Boston and Baltimore, 
and in several other large railroad centers, 
but the strength of the organization is on the 
roads I have named. Weare extending our 
order as rapidly as possible and will so con- 
tinue to do until we have covered the entire 
railway system of the United States, Canada, 
and Mexico, but it tages time. Seven new 
unions were organized yesterday, two of them 
at Pullman and one at West Fortieth street.”’ 


Petition to Congress, 


A petition to Congress was started in quest 
of signatures yesterday. The petition is the 
product cf Lawyer Lucius Wilson of Gano, 
and recites that Congress has failed to do its 
duty to the people, has given millions of 
acres of land and millions of money to rail- 
roads, and by class legislation has forced the 
workingmen to go on expensive strikes, 
and gives the national legislative body 
a dig regarding the arrest of Coxey 
for waikimg on the grass on the Capitol 
grounds. ‘Then the petitioners express their 
lack of confidence in Congress and demand 
that Presidents be elected by direct vote and 
for one term only;. that United States Sena- 
tors, Cabinet officers, Postmasters, Judges of 
the United States courts, including the Su- 
preme Court, be elected by direct vote; and 
that boards of arbitration be established to 
fix wages. 

The shopgirls are arranging to give a ball 
for the benefit of families in want. The date 
has not yet been decided upon, but railroad 
mer have undertaken to sell 1,000 tickets at 
$leach. Miss Jennie Curtis, President of 
the Women’s Union, is Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Arrangements. She is also a 
member of the General Relief committee. 
This committee has not yet taken any active 
measures. 

A circular was posted in strike ‘“head- 
quarters yesterday signéd by the Flour 
Packers’ and Nailers’ Benevolent Association 
of Minneapolis calling for a boycott on the 
product of the Washburn-Crosby flour mills. 

The Pullman company is issuing pay checks 
to all who call for them, but not over a dozen 
men asked for their money yesterday. 

Didn’t Press the Button. 

The “little button’? that Vice-President 
Howard of the union promised to press at 
Pullman yesterday failed to work. The 
‘little button ’’ was to have been a strike of 
the brickmakers, ninety-four in number, in 
the southern part of Puliman. This was 
owing toa diversity of opinion among the 
men. ‘They are of several nationalities, and 
there are as many opinions as nationalities. 
The matter is by no means settled and the 
men may yet goout. A delegation from the 
strikers is expected to visit them today. Vice- 
President Howard is expected in Kensington 
this evening or tomorrow morning, and the 
strikers throw out intimations of stirring 
events to come when he gets back. 

The largest crowd that has gathered in 
Tarner Hall since last Friday was present 
lust night-to listen toan impromptu musical 
and literary entertainment. This evening the 
entertainment is to be repeated with .the 
promised addition of talent from Chicago. 

Chairman Heathcote created something of 
a sensation by announcing that Manager 
Middieton had made an effort to get the 
laundry girls to meet him at the Hotel Flor- 
ence to negotiate for a return to work. Man- 
ager Middieton told a’ reporter that he had 
done nothmmg of the kind. 


FACTS ABOUT PULLMAN DIVIDEND. 


Sympathizers with the Strikers Draw False 
‘Deductions. t 

The fact that the Pullman Palace Car com- 
pany yesterday paid its regular quarterly div- 
idend of 2 per cent has been made much cap- 
ital of by sympathizers with the strikers. The 
argument has been snade that the statements 
of Mr. Pullman regarding the profits of the 
manufacturing business are proved false on 
their face because the company continues: to 
pay a dividend, and it is said this distribution 
of $720,000 proves the companys profits 
are enormous and the justice of the claims of 
the strikers therefore follows as a natural con- 
sequence. Several of these deductions have 
been made with but smail knowledge of the 
company’s financial situation. | The most cur- 
sory analysis of the companys position will 
show that the profits at the Town of Pull- 
man might be wiped out altogether without 
interfering with the regular dividend rate. 
The last annual statement of the Pullman 
Palace Car company was for the year ending 
July 81, 1893. It showed a balance sheet at 
that date with total assets as $61,791,000. 
In that total the car works at Pullman and 
the whole Town of Pullman investment was 


In its report of earnings there is no separa- 
tion of income from the operation of the cars 
and the manufacturing business, so it is not 
posits to say just what the profit bas been 
rom the Town of Pullman, but it is fair to 
estimate trom the foreg figures that not 
much over one-eighth of the total income of 
the company comes from profit at the Pull- 
man works. The total revenue for the 
year was $11,889,000, Dividend payments 
were but $2,520,000, from which itis easy 
to seethat income from the manufacturmg 
plant at Pullman isin nowise necessary for 
the continuance of Pullman dividends, and 
the statement thatthe Pullman works have 
been run ata loss is not proved false bya 
continuance of dividends. 
‘* There has been a great deal of misinfor- 
mation in the discussion of the financial po- 
sition of the Pullman company,” said an offi- 
cer of that company yesterday. “ For in- 
stance, a newspaper stated this morning that 
the capitalization of the company is largely 
water and that the fact of the stock having 
been increased* three times in five years 
showed that. Now, this is simply willful 
lying. There is perhaps no company in 
the country the capital of which so certainly 
represents a dollar of investment for every 
dollar of capitalization. There has never been 
a stock dividend, never any capitalization of 
surplus; in fact the company has never re- 
somed to any of those pians for inereasing 
capital without having the money actually 
paid in. Every dollar of the company’s cap- 
ital represents a dollar actually paid into the 
treasury by the stockholders, Among the 
ridiculous statements which the present Tabor 
difficulties have brought out is one that has 
been given a good deal of currency to the ef- 
fect that the business of the Pullman palace 
cars has fallen off half since the strike was 
started, That is simply nonsense. Returns 
show no decrease whatever. This whole coun- 
try is not sitting up nights watching the strike 
of a small body of men because it happened 
that they were employed by the same com- 
pany that runs the sleeping cars.”’ 


Sympathy with the Strikers. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 15.—{Specfal.]—The 
West Milwaukee shopmen of the Chiergo, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul road organized a branch of 
the American Railway Union tonight. It in- 
cludes over half the empfoyés of the shop. Res- 
olutions were passed indorsing the action of the 
Pullman strikers and promising them assistance 
in their fight against the sleeping-car magnate, 
The men say the average wages of the men at the 
West Milwaukee shops now amounts to about 
$30 a month, and if any attempt is made to cut 
on this there will be trouble.

Now, through a patriotic spirit 
and the necessity of taking every pre- 
coution against smallpox, we are simply 
forced to go down into our pockets to pay to 
have the garbage removed. I have spent 
$300 in the last three weeks eleaning up va- 
cant property and doing other things which 
the city should do. If we were not taxed for 
this very work | would not complain, but we 
have arightto expect something from the 
city government, We think too well of our 
property and territory to pérmit the filth to 
accumulate, but if isa bad precedent fora 
community to stand the expense of keeping 
its streets and alleys clean when a contractor 
is paid by the city to do the work.”’ 

Refuse Sixteen Inches Deep. 

While, as stated, the streets of Woodlawn 
are all macadamized it is not apparent on 
four of the principal streets, The refuse is 
from six to sixteen inchesdeep. It is formed 
of all the litter and refuse that accumulated 
during the period of the World’s Fair and 
since.
